Trump says New York 
should call up 
National Guard over 
“lowlifes and losers”

WASHINGTON» Undeterred by 
curfews, protesters streamed 
back into the nation’s streets 
Tuesday, hours after President 
Donald Trump pressed governors 
to put down the violence set off by 
George Floyd’s death and de- 
manded that New York call up the 
National Guard to stop the “low- 
lifes and losers.” 

As more demonstrations began 
taking shape around the country, 
and cities including Washington 
prepared for the possibility of 
more violence, the president am- 
plified his hard-line calls of a day 
earlier, in which he threatened to 
send in the military to restore or- 
der if governors didn’t do it. 

“NYC, CALL UP THE NA- 
TIONAL GUARD,” he tweeted. 
“The lowlifes and losers are rip- 
ping you apart. Act fast!” 

One day after a crackdown on 
peaceful protesters near the 
White House, thousands of dem- 
onstrators massed a block away 
from the presidential mansion, 
facing law enforcement person- 
nel standing behind a black chain- 
link fence. The fence was put up 
overnight to block access to 
Lafayette Park, just across the 
street from the White House. 

“Last night pushed me way over 
the edge,” said Jessica DeMaio, 
40, of Washington, who attended 
a Floyd protest Tuesday for the 
first time. “Being here is better 
than being at home feeling help- 
less.” 

The crowd remained in place 
after the city’s 7 p.m. curfew 
passed, defying warnings that the 
response from law enforcement 
could be even more forceful. But 
the protest lacked the tension of 
the previous nights’ demonstra- 
tions.

Polis rebukes Trump 


“This is not China,” governor says, backing civil rights reforms over crackdown on unrest

Gov. Jared Polis said Tuesday 
that violence during recent 
nightly protests in Denver over- 
shadowed demonstrators’ 
“righteous” message, but he re- 
buked calls by President Donald 


Trump and others to activate 
the military to put down civil 
unrest in cities across the coun- 
try. 

“This is not China. This is not 
Tiananmen Square. And that’s 
not leadership,” Polis said early 
in an afternoon briefing on the 
coronavirus pandemic. “That’s 


just creating more of the very 
division that we need to prevent 
and heal from and bridge. To 
create real systemic change, we 
all need to come together.” 
Polis said he would support 
reform efforts to address racial 
inequity in police treatment and 
other racial-justice issues high- 


lighted by protesters. He men- 
tioned a handful of ideas that 
have been discussed but didn’t 
specify any he’d get behind. 
Some state lawmakers Tuesday 
afternoon unveiled a proposed 
bill to address police brutality 
and accountability.

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President visits Catholic shrine amid criticism

WASHINGTON» President Donald 
Trump toured a Catholic shrine 
on Tuesday in his second straight 
religious-themed appearance as 
the nation grappled with wide- 
spread unrest over the death of 
George Floyd in Minneapolis. 


Critics said the president was 
misusing religious symbols for 
partisan purposes. The White 
House said Trump and first lady 
Melania Trump were observing a 
“moment of remembrance,” lay- 
ing a wreath in a quiet visit to the 
Saint John Paul II National Shrine. 

The visit came a day after 
Trump declared himself to be the 
“president of law and order” and 
then walked to St. John’s Episco- 


pal Church across from the White 
House after Lafayette Park was 
forcibly cleared of protesters. He 
held up a Bible for photos in front 
of the church, known as “The 
Church of the Presidents,” which 
had been damaged by fire during 
weekend protests.
